Day in day out, radio and

When I was taken prisoner 
with the Dutch on. Java in 
March, 1042, I was puzzled by 
eccantonal Dutch pessimiam that 
life would never be the same for 
them again out East. They said 
they had lost face with the 
natives, They had lost authority. 
They had lost the native respect, 

To understand their misgiving 
one must realise that the Dutch 
ruled Java for more than 300 
yeurs with the mailed fist and 
the iron heel. : 

By oppressive extortion they 
wrested from Java all the many 
riches of thls paradise isle, Until 
the middle of the nincteenth- 
century the only humane = gov- 
ernor Java had was our own Sir 
Stamford Raffles, who went to 
ount the Napolconic occupation. 

Let us be cautlous, however, 
in any criticism of the methods 
of exploitation of the East. Bri- 
tlah, Spanish, French, Dutch, 
dre all tarred with much of the 
same ‘brush in those distant 
years when the scramble for far 
eastern territory began. 

In Captivity 

But whereas for many years 
we have been for better or worse 
towards 
independence, the Dutch never 
relinquished thelr possessive 
*grip on thelr vast far eastern 
Posscasions unt!) they were srap- 
oed overnight by the Japanese. 

For two montha I had the un- 
comfortable opportunity of read- 
ing certain Japanese propaganda 
because for two ‘months — they 
held me in solitary confinement 
in cx attempt to persuade me'to 
broadcast for them. 

By a lot of low cunning and 
a lot more luck I dodged thelr 
urgent plea to work “not -for 
the Japanese, but for humanity's 
sake!’ Clephan Bell, an Qld 
Vic actor, was not so fortunate. 
They shot him. for refusing 
“humanity's” call, . if 

During those two montha they 
gavo me extracts of their broad- 


{welcomed by the people of Great- 
‘er Eost Asia as liberatora from 
former, oppression. :

oppressive Dutch regime, 

f laughed at the stuff. Such 
paltry propaganda would fall 
on barren ground, The Dutch 
hod done. well by the natives, 
Their pre-war policy had com- 
manded the admiration of many 
British students. But t- millions 
of the 50,000,000 natives on 
| Java the: Dutch were “oppres- 
sora!’ To millfons the Japanese 
did. seem to liberate them from 
the hated European, 

In August, 1945, after the 
Japanese surrender, the walls 
of Batavia were ameared with 
sentences in red paint They 
were written in English, “Bri- 
tish and Americans, give us 
back our country. We only ask 
our Independence. The Dutch 
must go,” . 

The Dutch pooh-poohed it as 
the expression of a negligible 
minority. While waiting for re- 
lease the Dutch in my camp, on 
the occasion - of their Queen's 
birthday, applied to the Jap 
commandant for permission to 
alng their national anthem and 
fly their national flag. The 
Commandant refused, giving the 
fo}Jowing surprising explanation:

It is sometimes cated 
by spinal curenture, Also poor 
vosture fs often the start of a 
double chin. 


Neck rotnting exercisss and

sures. Welght reducing  ditta 


ducing, if not eliminating, double 
chins, But usually double china 
are not amennble to exercises or 
dieting except when taken 
conjunction with local treatment, 


Double chins, as. stnted, are 
the result of a localised fat in. 
vasion; it Is necessary to din. 


solve thls fat and the double, chin 
will disappcar. It is Important, 
however, to point out that two 
factors must operate In. the treat. 
ment at the same time, Le. 

1, The circulation of the blood 
must be activated. 

2. An uppropriate — dissolvent 
which is absorbed by penctration 
Into the fatty Ussucs must be 
used. ; : 

The second factor is. more dif. 
ficult. Proprietary  dissolvents, 
sometimes, do not justify extrava. 
gant claims, However, presuming 
a relinble dissolvent {a available, 
the: following method may be 
used with considerable benefit, 

As stated above, the two fac. 
‘ors should be made. to operate 
at the same time, It would be 
Sest ta seck the help of another 
person to act as an operator, The 
operator should stand behind the 
“patient” who ‘jn seated upright 
‘na chair. The optrator should 
take a towel and fold it Into 9 
band about 3 inches wide. In the 
middie of the towel, a dessert. 
spoonful of the dissolvent is 
vlaced, and this {s then beatan 
against the chin of the “patlent” 
by the operator throwing out his or 
her arms. .The beating movement 
Ig repented about hundred times 
or more'‘at ench altting. If it ts 
‘done properly and with sufficient 
energy to maka the skin red and 
even slightly sore, a marked im. 
provement will be observed after 
about three to four applications,
